New York. Feb. 19.—Law observ­ 
ing New York restaurants are in a 
dilemma over how to meet competi­ 
tion of speakeasy cuisine. 
They find 
it utterly impossible to offer meals 
compaable and make a profit. As a 
result the slump in patronage has 
been marked. 
They do fairly well at lunch, but 
for dinner there are ghastly arrays 
of white and unoccupied tables. 
They must pay for high-priced or­ 
chestras and other expensive “over­ 
head." The speakeasy in a forgot­ 
ten basement on a side street has 
practically no rent. 
Some pf the rents are less than 
$100 a month. But they serve de­ 
lectable food at ridiculously low ta r­ 
iff. The $1.50 dinner in many hush 
huts could not be purchased in ex­ 
clusive 
and respectable establish­ 
ments for less than five or six dol­ 
lars. 
This below-cost loss is, of course 
more than made up in sale of 
drinks at enormous profit. 
The 
tighter the patrons become the more 
diluted the booze until they wind 
up drinking concoctions at $2 a 
throw that cost a penny. 
A sample of the menu comes in 
the morning mail. The place offers 
a dollar dinner with a profuse list 
of extravagant dishes. It starts off 
with caviar and winds a circuitous 
way through a gastronomic list in­ 
cluding pheasant, wild duck and 
such desserts as Baked Alaska. 
Of course, the speakeasy must deal 
with moochers who come “just for 
the ride" 
and 
bring 
their own 
liquor. But they rarely come again. 
The service for such tight-wads be­ 
comes intolerable and the pcfrtions 
skimpy. 
At the 
next 
visit “Re­ 
served" cards are on all tables. 
Those who get select food are 
those who spark off with cocktails 
and ctu into the champagne, top­ 
ping it off with cordials. A dinner 
check for six may total $9. but the 
“extras” are quite likely to reach 
more than $100.

SENATE TO AGT 
ON BONUS BILL 


Committee Overrides Wish Of 
Hoover In Early Report 
On Measure. 


Washington, Feb. 19 (AP)—Over­ 
riding the expressed opposition of 
President Hoover the Senate finance 
committee Wednesday approved vet­ 
erans’ loan bill without change. The 
Senate a short time later decided 
to take up the measure for action 
tomorrow. 
The president’s views were given 
in a letter to Senator Smoot. 
“The country should not be called 
upon directly or indirectly to make 
loans to those who can help them ­ 
selves,” the president said. 
He expressed fear the legislation 
would “prolong the period of dis­ 
tress. 
Cost Put At Billion 
The president took the estimate 
of Administrator Hines th a t 75 per 
cent of the veterans would take ad­ 
vantage of the loan thus involving 
$1.OCK),OOO,000 to be raised by the 
treasury. 
Senator Harrison. Mississippi, ask­ 
ed Chairman 8moot after the letter 
was read if he thought President 
Hoover would veto the bill. 
“I think he will,” said Smoot. 
Senator Reed, of Pennsylvania, 
said “that is a fair interpretation of 
his letter.”
